as a 
practical 
joke, but had a disastrous ending. 
This is not the first time in legal 
annals that such an offense has been 
com m ute. 
The act as charged is an 
assault like any other act of violence. 
R, J. Montague, city attorney of 
Virginia, w'as unable to be present to 
argue the demurrer and the case was 
argued by Frank F’almer, of interna­ 
tional F alls, who appeared for the 
two defendants. James Brennan and 
the American Surety t’o., 
of

York,, the latter being on the saloon 
keeper’s bond. 
Brennan and the surety company 
demurred to the com plaint, stating 
there was no cause of action against 
either defendant under the statute, 
but that if the complaint did not 
state a cause of action against Bren­ 
nan alone, it was baned by the stat­ 
ute of lim itations, the action being 
commenced two years after the in­ 
jury was inflicted. 
Attorney Palmer 
appeared in support of the demurrer 
and outlined his position briefly.

port of the same. 
In a formal proceeding the defend­ 
ants points on the demurrer to the 
complaint 
recited that 
failure had 
been made to show a camse of action 
for these reasons:
